— The HeralJ this 
morning, prints a Vftlparaiao, Chili, ilea- 
patcli, as follows : Baltnaoeda and Juncta 
du Gubioino are clinched in a final and 
desperute strufiglo for mastery of the re- 
public of Cliili. 

Tlie batlle ^^I'ouiid i.s in full view of Vul- 
paraido. It has been raging three days. 
The first engagement was at the nioutli of 
the Aconcagua on Friday and resulted iu 
•a reverse for the goveriin;Cut. 

The final test of strenglh h now being 
nmdc at Vinadolmar beaoli, five uiile.H 
from Valparaiso. Thursday, news came 
that an army of 800 rebels landed ut Quaia- 
lero bay. Halmucedii was taken by sur- 
prise, but soon got troops to the front lo 
prevent, if possible, rebels crossing the 
Aconcagua river. Six insurgent war ships 
were anchored in Cosnon bay, ut the mouUi 
■of the river, and the rebels attempted 
crossing uiuler cover of their ships' guns. 
The liaillo lusteil nearly all day. 

'J'lie iiisur-eut arlilleiy, aided by guns 
frcini tlie ships, was too much lor the 
goveriinient iroups and they were forecd to 
retire, whiih tliey did in good order. Less 
than 20,U(J0 troops were ongngod and neaily 
3,001) w, re Uilli'cl and woujided. 

The commanding general of the govern- 
nionl tioo|js chose a strong position on the 
beach of Del Mar us his second line of de- 
fense, and liaving force enough in front of 
the enemy lo check bis progress soniewhut, 
took his place tliere yesterclay and wont to 
work to ttrengtlien ic as much a,'' possible. 

Insurgents steadily pushed their way 
forward, driving the cjuiparatively small 
government forces before them. 

It was a constant skirmish for fifteen 
miiles over the broken country, and at 
•every point of vantage the Balmacedans 
made a stand, and wliile constantly forced 
to give way before superior numbers, they 
retained the advance and gave the muin 
army a chance to bi'tter prepare itself for 
the decisire fight. Late in the evening the 
attacking army arrived in front of Balma- 
<:oda'4 line of defense, II; was then too late 
ito give battle. 

In the meantime T^almaced.i himself, in 
•command, went to the front with over ;iO,- 

■ 000 men, while the insurgents had only 
. about 7,000. 

At the back of the Government line ia 
Fort Callao, whose heavy guns did good 
work iu to-day's battle, raking the army by 
land, and preventing the insurgent Ik-et 
from doing anything but long range tiring. 

The war ships sent all available men with 
rapid firing uuns to aid the landing of forces 
in attack on r.alniaceda's position. 

Great excitement prevails in the city. 
Everyone here is au.Kiously watching the 
progress of the battle. A heavy p.dl of 
smoke hangs over the city. 

The most powerful glass c.mnot penetrate 
it, and only occasionally can the troops' 
movements be even guessed. There iu a 
■•constant stream of woundtd being brought 
into the city from the front, and tenijjiirary 
hospitals are being fitted up wherever pus- 
iible. The medical force ot the city has Us 

■ hands full, and all the women have voluu- 
'teered as nurses. 

From the wounded only the most frag- 
tmentary information as to the progress of 
•the fight can be obtained, and it is utterly 
•impossible now to forn:> any judgment as to 
which side is getting the better of it. 

Admiral Brown, commanding the Ameri- 
can fleet, and other foreign commanders 
have combined to protect the lives and pro- 
perty of foreign citizona. 

Should the revolutionists succeed in de- 
feating or repulsing the government troops 
in the present struggle, they will have to 
cross a small creek which separates the 
beach from the village of Vina del Mur, 
and on taking posse.ssion of the village, 
v.vould be in the rear of Fort Callao. With 
the fket on one side of the port and the in- 
;surgents on the other, it would be unten- 
able. Tlius the norlhern defense of Val- 
paraiso would full, nuking the work of cap- 
turing the city much easier. It is the uni- 
versal belief that Valparaiso will be bnm- 
burded by the fleet should IJulmaeeda fall 
and th<^ victorious army make a land attack. 
If, on the other hand, P.almuccda gains a 
victory, the fleet will cover the retreat of 
the insurgents, and, if necessary, re-embark 
the tro'ips. 

All the gnvernment officials lierc feel con- 
-fident thai lialnuioeda will drive Ihe insur- 
^gentsbaek and if he docs not entirely des- 
troy them, compel the i-einnaiil lo reembark 
in their transport, and return to the north. 
The fall of Valparaiso would mean a practi- 
cal collapse of Balmaoeda's power, an Ihe 
outside forces are HOW engageil. There 
would be no foraes to oppose the march of 
the insurgents to Santiago, and they would, 
with that city as a base of operations. Boon 
overrun all the southern provinces. 

On the other hand the defeat of tlie in- 
.surgents would mean a result little less de- 
cisive, for the rebels have put forth all the 
Hlrength they have, and while Balniaceda 
-,voul(l not be able to follow up a victory and 
.(.ake possession of Iquiiiue and the noi-ihern 
provinces until the arnv.il of the new ships 
Jirrazuriz and Pinto, it is hardly likely thai 
the Junta could recover from a crushing de- 
feat on Del Mar.

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MINISTERIAL RESPONSIBILITY. 



'IIo^T fai' the Iluud of a Department 
iiioi-ally, aa well us legally nod technically 
responsible for the acts of his subordinates ? 
is a question which many persons, who wish 

to come to n just imd inlelliijcnt concUision 
with respect to the bOHndala now licii:;; in- 
vestigated and considered in Otttuvn, would 
l.ike to see answered. Every one knows 
that it is impossible for the rts])oiibiblo 
head of the Department to have un inti- 
inato knowledge of every petty detail of its 
l)usiii03s. lie cannot bu blamed for every 
loiter left i nnn.swered, or answcicil in u 
puifunotory niaiin>r, neither would ic be 
fair to hold him accoiintub'e for the in- 
solence and the self-suffioieucy of the JacU- 
in-otfice who treats those who liuvo busi- 
ness with the Department in a lordly and 
supercilious niunncr, and who eoiisiders Lliat 
it is put of hi.s duty to make it ovidoi.t to 
all observers that lie holds the piihlio in 
contempt. The Minister niiiy feel (luitc us 
much annoyed at the blunders, the neglect 
and the impertinence of officials in his De- 
partment, when they come to his know- 
ledge, us do those who snfTcr from their in- 
competency, their carelessness and their 
insolence, yet he may lind it very didioult, 
indeed, to ell'ect a ref(jrin. He may rolaikc 
and admouisli gross olleuders, hut he may 
find it impossible either to dismiss them or 
to transform them into attentive, polite and 
.oflScicDt officials. 

Dut in the inauagfinent of busiiiess of im- 
porlaiiCt', in which the cxpendiluro of large 
aums of tlic people's money is involved, is 
not the Head of the Department expected 
to exercise some vigilance and to take meas- 
ures to see that the government is uol 
oheutcil cither by its own ofBcials, or by 
those with whom thi-y do business, or Ijy a 
conspiracy of odicials and outsiders. Every 
nunisler kno\ya that human nature is weak, 
and that there are men who, when exposed 
to temptation, are sure to fall. Is he not 
warranted in concluding that there lire 
among those whom ho is obliged to trust 
men who need watching, and men who, in 
order to be kept in the path of strict recti- 
tude, must be made to feel that if they do 
wrong they will be certain to bo di-scovercd 
.and disgraced ? 

•16 would seem that a man who is placed 
in a position of responsibility, who fo-ls liia 
responsiWlity, and who wants to di> liis 
duty faithfully, would take measures to find 
out bow the men who are under him do 
their duty— whether they are efficient or in- 
efficient, honest or dishonest. Is a Cabinet 
Minister justified in looking upon the De- 
partment of which he has been appointed 
the Bead as a' machine which can run 
automatically without his troubling himself 
about the way in which it v.-orks. Is it ex- 
pected tint his headship is to be only nominal 
and hi.H responsibility a mere constitutional 
liction'; Im he to be held blameless if cor- 
• ruption creeps into the department, if the 
' Officials play into the hands of contractors, 
»aud if contractors in return pay the ofTicials 
for tlie favors they receive ? Is he to he re- 
garded as honorable and innocent if the 
department is, without his knowledge, 
made a political engine to raise funds for 
party )inr poses— if the money which is 
voted by rarliivment for the public service 
is by a conspiracy of politicians and con 
tractors diverted from its legitimate pur 
pose and expended in debauching constitu- 
encies '.' Is the head of tlio d" l) irtnient to 
bo held guiltless if, while he is busied with 
other matters, outsiders become possessed 
of ite secrets, and if they use the knowledge 
thus furtively gained to the public disad- 
vantage? Is he to he reguriled as an able 
Minister and a faithful Hcrv.uit of the peo- 
ple if, while ho is head of the depart nienl, 
tlioac, and other practices of a similar na- 
ture, are permitted to goon for years, and, 
when at Inst they are broiight to light by 
4ncn not in the public service, he deolaroa 
his ignorance of what has been going on ? 

Are not the ignorance and the cureleas- 
•ness and iudifferenee wliicli caused the 
ignorance, crinics whii;li tlie people cannot 
afford to condone or for;;;ve. In any pri- 
vate concern — railway company, iiismancc 
company or mercantile house— would 
ranee and denial of complicity bo considered 
a sufficient plea for tlio head of a depart- 
nicnt, who had, for a considerable period, 
allowed his principals to bo defrauded, not 
only without discovery, hut without- his 
having oven entertained a luii'picion lliat 
AuythlDg was wrong. It otrtainly would 
mot. Such a plea, no matter how solemnly 
it might ho made, woidd not he entertained 
for a single moment. It was his business to 
. guard ihe inlcrests of his employers ur.d 
to Hci; that llicy uor,i not defrauded ; iind, 
since he through want of ability or want of 
\»atdbfulne«a, failed to do his duty he, even 
if-he were hot dishonest, must bopronoinic- 
«| onfili'for his olTico. This, and more than 
this, WOUUI ho said if tho case were aprivuto 
one. Is another and a different rule to lie 
Applied to a Borrant of the people, is a 



H ad of a Department of tho Government 
to be judged by a different'standard. 

WHAT IS WANTED. 

A coalition government is Ihe only cure 
which some prescribe for the disorder from 
which tho body politic is nt present suffer- 
ing. They think that u government com- 

poacd of tlie liest men of both parties can 
alone deal with the corruption which recent 
investigations have shown to be so wide- 
spread. We are not sure that a coalition 
would not aggravate the evil instead of 
curing it. A coalition government would 
bo hcset by the placu-hunters and the 
boodlcrs of both parties, and, as coalition 
govcrumcnta are proverbially weak, it is 
not at all likely that it would bo able to 
resist the pressure that would be brought 
to bear upon it. The leader of a eoaliticn 
government would have enough to do to 
adju t tho clainia of ambitious rivals, and 
to tdlny jealousies and slrifis uniong the 
government's supporters, without luviiig 
any time or energy to spare for rooting out 
corruption. 

It is said that Mr. Blake, if he could be 
induced again to enter the political arena, 
would be a tower of atVcngth to a govern- 
ment compost d of the best men of both par- 
tic^s. dodged by his past career, Mr. IJlake 
wniild bo tho very worst man that couM be 
.iclected either as a member or a supporter 
of a coalition governnicnt. Mr. Blake has 
shown, over and over sgniu, that ho docs 
not possess tho (jualilies nectsiary to eon- 
stituto a successful politii;al leuiicr. And 
the man w ho leads a co.dilion party or oc- 
cupies the position t f iir nilier of a coalition 
cabinet must, before eveiytliing, bo a poli- 
tioiiin. Ho may possess greut iutuUectual 
power, and may be an eloquent nun, but if 
he does not know how to manage men, if lie 
has no adaptability and is destitute of tho 
niagiietism that attrajts and cliarni.i, he 
will he a f.iihire a« a piiiilical leader in 
this Doniiiuon. Mr. Blake as a Liberal 
lo.idcrwas respected and admired, but he 
ar oused no enthusiasm, he made no parti- 
sans. There is in him no variahleiieaa. 
V\'hat he has been he aUays will ho. And 
a man of his temperament and iiite.lc:;tiial 
constitution would be more than any coali- 
tion governnicnt could carry. It is no dis- 
paragement of Mr. Bkke to say this. lie 
18, no doubt, a great niun and a good man, 
but nature, 'ind perluips education, never 
intended liiiii for a ]iolitician. 

What this country needs now is nr.t a co- 
nlition gtiviriiini'iit, but a ttroiig gi>vcin- 
ineut. It wants a government eomivised of 
men of courage, ability and determination 
— ^ir.cn who are prepared to address them- 
selves to the Mork of adininislrative reform, 
Olid w ho will not leave it mil i! it U fully 
accomidished. Ihil the best men in t;he 
country cannot do this unless Miey are sop- 
portcd by a large majority of tho people. If 
the people of Caiaada really want a pure 
government, purvdy administjatcd, they 
must stand by the men wdio set about cfTecl- 
ing the necessary reforms, and they should 
not be diverted hy awy party cry from loyal- 
ly upholding them -until they had finished 
their tusk. Ic must be reiiionibered that u 
reform of this kind cannot be made unless 
the (jeople really wont it, and are prepared 
to support tlirongh thick and thin the men 
who honest !y and earnestly undertake to 
cirect it. We belicvu that the material to 
form such a (Jovernnioiit is to be found in 
tho party now in power. 

The present Government have boon. called 
to comnyjnce the work. So far, not even 
their enemies can- liml fault with. t!ie way 
in which it has heeii performed. Let tho 
opportunity be given them to carry it on. 
The rreiiiicr has expressed the determina- 
tion which he and his colleagues havs formed. 
W e have already published it, but it may 
bo well to reproduce it once more. Here it

suspicious of tlio missionaries, not because 
they teach a new religion, but because ii\cy 
are straueers, whose every act they n 
understand and misconstrue. They appear' 
to think that the benevolent nu'ssionariea 
and the liarnileas nuns practise horrible 
rites in secret, and thai th«y are attentive 
to the children because they want them 
for some horrible purpose of their 
own. This is very absurd, but 
it is not uupreccdentcvl. The early Chris- 
tians wero uceused of saerilicing infants at 
their secret meotiuga, aud some such crime 
is, in our own day, attributed to the Jews 
by tho ignorant pe.->sant3 of Russia. People 
whose minds are inflamuil by race hatred 
will believe tho most absurd accusations 
against tlioso whom they desire to persecute. 

The Chinese seem to be more free from 
religions faiiaticisiu tliaii any people of the 
IC.ist. It w as said, at one time, that they 
were a people without a religion. l/Ut it is 
now known that this is not tho case. But 
their antipathy to strangers is quite us dan- 
gerous to those who live among tliem as; re- 
ligions fanaticism would be. Jn the inter- 
ior the most complimentary title tlicy have 
for a stranger is " barhuriaii," Init ho ii 
spoken of by ordinary people as a " devil." 
It is no wonder that in a country in which 
strangers are regarded either as barbarians 
or devils, the unfortunate missionaries, who 
HI e wholly defcncclcHS, have, fn r|uenlly, a 
very hanl time of it. 'J'lieir assail, uits are 
generally h:\y people, set on, it may he, hy 
persons of the hitter class, wh.o have some 
object of their own in driving the mission- 
aries out of the neighborhoo<l. 

Although the Government is very pro- 
perly held accountable for these outrages on 
the Cliristian inissioiiarieii, it does not appear 
that tho authorities liave enctiiiragi;d those 
who attack llieni. Tlicy do not certainly go 
out of their way to protect the mi.-»ionarica, 
nor, as far as is known, have they shown 
any zeal in discovering and punishing the 
rioters and murderers, but they cannot, 
wi th anything like fairneaa, be accuaed of 
being the instigators uf the vioWncc done to 
the European missi.inarics. When the 
Covernment liiids that the European nations 
aie ready to protect their citizcnaand sub- 
jects resident in China,.and to hold it 
accountable for any injury that is done 
ibom, the authorities will most, likely nee 
the necessity of extending to sirangei a the 
protection of law, and of punishing those 
who destroy their property or do tliem any 
personal injury. The Chinese have shown 
theinselvf-s to be open to convtotioD, when 
rlie ui-gnn>ents used have b9en of slsel and

FOG ON THE STRAITS, 

Causes the Steamer Zambesi to Col- 
lido With a Lumber Laden 
Schooner. 



The Latter Badly Uaiuag-ed and Tow- 
ed Into Port— Xows From 
the Orltiiit. 



HeeKliiK Daiiiiij;;eH, 
In the \'iee-Adniiralty Court, yesterday 
afternoon, a writ was issiieil, on the appli- 
atioii of Drake, .lackson ^ Jlelnicken, re- 
[iresenting the owners of the disabled 
schooner Fanny Dutard, against llie ateani- 
ship Zambesi of tho Upton line, the 
damages .claimed being in the ncighliorhooil 
of $10,000.' The steamer had discharged 
her cargo in a hurry, and left for Portland 
before day broke. Service of tho writ was 
refused by the steamer's solicitor, and in 
coiisc(|ucnce nothing more can be done in 
the luatter tttttil the Zambesi returns to 
this port. In the meantime, the Dutard 
will discharge her deck load and be brought 
alongside tho Outer wharf, where a survey 
will be made. The next step will be to put 
her on the ways for repair.

Thomas Itiggiii is a well known character 
about town, wlio only a wei-k ago completed 
a 30 days' term in jail for some misde- 
meanor. He (lid not go to work on hia re- 
release, ns he no doubt should have, but 
undertook to solicit charity on the street.

The attending ministers separated 
for their several fields during tho week, 
hoping for fuvorablo results to the objeots 
of the assemblage here, and gratified with 
tho entertainment they had received. — lu- 
liiiid Sentinel. 



It was the expectation of the captain and 
officers of the Upton line steamship Zambesi 
that they would make this port at about 8 
o'clock ou Saturday evening — and they 
would have done so had it not been for tho 
fog, which overspread tho Straits, and 
necessitated running at slow speed from 
the time Cape Flattery was paased. 

At siK in the evening the grey veil com- 
menced to settle down upon the water ; and 
by midnight tho fog was thickest. It was, 
two hours later, very dillicult to distinguish 
objects any distance away, and this is tho 
reason given for the collision that occurred. 
Captain Edwards and Second Officer Jack- 
son were both 00 the bridge, and tho whistle 
was kept sounding at regular iiitervala. 
Not a light was to bo seen at any point, 
and no sign of a vessel in the vicinity waa 
noted until a black form loomed up straight 
in the steamer's path. It was ob- 
served almost simultaneously by tho 
look out and tlu! oliicers on the bridge, and 
the order, " fii'l .speed astern," was at 
once ^iven th.e ' ii;,'iiie room. It was 
obeyed on the iiiat mi , but not in time to 
prevent a coUi.sion, the headway carrying 
the steamer on with toii.sidendile force. 

The black mass alu ail w liieh sub.seiiiieiitly 
proved to be the .schooner Fanny Initard, 
was struck just about mi(l6hi|)S, the .sharp 
irini bow of the liner, cutting the wooden 
side of the sailer like a kiiite. 'J'here was 
no shock felt on boanl the steamer — nothing 
more than a tremor. Then she wheeled 
about and stood Uy lo render any assisl- 
Huee she could. It was found lb it the 
Dutaril was b.uUy crippled, und fast lilliiig, 
and so a line was made fast to her, and llie 
Zambesi proceeded with her in low to jiort. 
Four or live of the sehnoner'a crew bi'caiiie 
alarmed ou seeing their ship fill, tmd took 
passage on the aleanier, ulthougli, willi ihe 
cargo she had ou boaril, the Dutard could 
not very easily have gone to tho bottom. 
Thia is how the collision occurred, us seen 
from the steamer's deck : 

The Outer wharf was reached at 9 
o'clock, in the morning, by which time tho 
schooner was listed heavily to starboard, 
with her rail under water. Tho two cap- 
tains lost no time in reporting tbe circum- 
stancca of the accident at the custom house, 
and tukiui; th< other usual and necessary 
steps, riic Dutard will, if possible, trans- 
fer her cargo to another vessel, while she 
goes (m the ways here tor examination ami 
repiir; the Z«mbesi discharged her \'ic- 
toria, Vabcoiiver and Sound freight, and 
left, yesterday morning, for Portland, there 
to unload the major portion of lier cargo — 
new season teas for tiie eaittra and London 
markets. 

Capt. Johnson, of the Fanny Dutard, 
tells a story diflering slightly from tlitit of 
the Zan.besi's people, in that ho has leas to 
s.ay about the density of the fog. Says he : 
" We sailed from Port lilakely on Tluira. 
day last, the 20th, with a lumber cargo of 
350,000 feet for San liona Ventura. We 
were about midway bcl ween Race Rocka 
and Flattery, at 2 o'clock in tho morning, 
and I waa on deck myself. Our lights were 
burning all night and we kept Ihe fog horn 
going. The fog was .still there, but it 
wasn't as dense as it had been. There was 
little wind, and wo had bare steering way 
on — ono or two knots almost. We could 
hear tho steamer whistling, and saw her as 
she loomed up, but we couldn't escape. She 
struck us in the starboard aide about amid- 
ships, and we tilled with wu.er in leas than 
ten minutos. T'he Z.itnhesi stood by to help 
us, if we reipiireil assistance, and gave us a 
tow to port. As yet it is impossible to tell 
what the extent of schooner's injuries are ; 
the side seems to bo cut clear through to 
the bilge. The Fanny Durant is 257 tons 
register, owned in San Fi'ancigco,and valued 
at about !i;22,000. H. Madison is the man- 
aging owner, and, l suppose, he has her in- 
sured." 

The Z urihesi left Vokohain.-i on Aug. 7, 
— Cliinese ports were not visileil on this 
trip— and hud a succession of light hcail 
winds lo the meridian, which was crossed 
it latitude ■4(i.r)7 on the loth, with a strcmg 
head breeze and heavy beam sea, and foggy, 
rainy weather. On the 17th a schooner, 
showing Knglish cidors, was sighted, but at 
too great a distance to speak. Fresh to 
strong winds, moderate sea, dense fogs and 
drizzly rain marked the remainder of the 
tri[). The saloon passengers were five in 
number ; Fiutii K(die— Mr. A. A. 'Thoiims, 
Mrs. Scott and .Master Chewier Scott; iiml 
from Yokoh una, .Mr. liar and Mr. Tyler. Mr. 
•Scluiler and .Mr. Rogers came in second 
cabin, and there were \4 Japaneae and 22 
Chinese in tho ateeiage. Tho Victoria 
mails tilled three bags, and tho cargo was 
composed of 2,000 tons, 1,800 tons being 
tea. 

The principal item of Japanese news re- 
imrted is that there will he no official en- 
i|uiiy into the cause of tho rccont catas- 
troplio near Kukodate, by which 270 fisher- 
men lost their lives. 'The Sankichi .Mnrii 
and the 'Taniaj Maru were rivals ; they 
were going in the same direotion ; and tlie de- 
sire to race waa irresistible. But they went 
beyond racing, and one tried lo cross the 
bows of the other. Tho result ia that 200 
bodies have been recovered, 70 are still 
missing, and the wreckH are to bo sold at 
auction some day next week.

To be luvestiffatcd by the Board of 
School Trustees Kext 
Friday Evening:. 



More Aeeommodatlon Needed— Trustee 
MoUonuau Does not Think Some 
Teachers are Qualified. 



An adjourned meeting of the l>oiinl of 
School Trustees was held last iiinlit. The 
Trustees pi-eseiit were Messrs. C. lliiywivrJ 
(in the chair), Jessop, McCouniui, McLiiugli- 
lan. Morrow, Siiunder-s uutl Richnrils. 

The minutes being udopted, the Secretary 
presented — 

A letter from the Deputy Proviiiciul 
Secretary in reply to his own of the lOth 
inst., tniusmitliiig llie resolution p'ls.scd at 
tlie last meeting of the Hoard of .School 
Trustees re. the placing of the extra teach- 
ers provided for in the estimates, and stat- 
ing that it would be luid before the Council 
of Public Instruction. Received and filed. 

From Miss Caldwell, asking for furtlier 
supplies for the tjirls' High School. Re- 
ferred to the conindttee on suj iilits. 

From Kicliard Hall, ut^cnt of the Liver- 
pool, London and (ilobe liisurunce Com- 
pany, acknowledging the receipt of $'M) for 
the insurance for three yens of the Hillside 
school for SI, •''(10, and notifying the Trus- 
tees that the rate of insurance would be two 
■jier cent for three ye.us. Rofened to the 
finance committee. 

Trit.stkb MoLai:i;iii.a.s thouglit the rate 
too liigh. He said the insurance sliould l)e 
got as low as pos-il)!;-, &nd the insurduee 
distributed through the dillerent olUcea. 

Some discussion took place as to the 
advisability of having the iusurance policie--* 
assigned to the School Trustees, instead if 
to the Government as now. 

Tkustke Rich.U'.ds said that the Finance 
committee of the Board liad visited tlie 
Central school, and found it liad been much 
neglected and was in a very bad state of 
■ repair. The drainage was very defective. 
Everything had been supplied to the 
different BohooLs with the exception of 
maps. 

• On motion, it was resolved that the 
secretary write to the Provincial secretary, 
asking for full information as to the insur- 
ance, which was held upon Victoria City 
School property. 

TiiosTEE Richards said that it was 
really necessary to divide the classes in the 
Central school, tlie rooms being fearfully 
overcrowded. There were vacant rooms 
which ought to be utilized, and additional 
teachers secured. 

Tm.'sTKi-: MoKKOW concurred, saying that 
in some of the roonm as many as Ihieeor 
four scholars were crowded into one seat. 

A committee consisting of Trustees Jes- 
sop, Richards and Morrow was appointed 
to take this matter into careful considera- 
tion. 

Tlie chairman drew the attention of the 
board to ilie sanitary condition of the out- 
buildings of the city schools, which were a 
source of danger, trouble and nuisance. He 
had been speaking to the city .sanitary 
oflicer on the eiibject, who had said .he ^^'as 
fjuite willing to instruct the janitors as to 
wluit to do, and to supply them with disin- 
fectants, provided he received the neees- 
aory instructions from llio civic authorities. 

A motion, requesting tlie city authorities 
to allow the sanitary oflicer to act in the 
manner proposed, was adopted. 

The opening of tenders for the Victoria 
West school waa postponed . till the next 
meeting. 

TRnsTEE McL.4noni.,AN moved that at the 
next meeting the trustees investigate the 
complaints of Mr. MoLeod relative to the 
last half yrarly examinations and the grad- 
ing of the Higli Scliool, and that such wit 
ncsses and te ichers be called as may assist 
the ]'>oa;-d in arrn-iiig at the facts of the 
case ; that all princiiials and teiichers \>t'. 
iiotilied of this examination and be le- 
(piested to attend, anil bring tlie results of 
the recent exaiiiiiialioiis and promotion lists. 

Tui-srri; Mi'L.mgiii.an remarked that 
there appeared to be no indication on the 
part of the authorities to act. In any 
event the matter ought to be invest igated, 
and, after the facts had hcen elicited, let 
the responsibility fall where if belonged. 

TRrsTEE Richards advised that ail jios- 
sible information un the subject be obtain- d, 
and the case attended to. It had been be- 
fore the Board long enough. He seconded 
'the motion. 

. Tbustkb McCoN-yAX hold that the tnis 
" tecs had no power to act. It wasoutside of 
their functions. The suhool act did not 
allow them to deal with' it. 

TuiisTKK Jkssop took a similar view, and 
said what the trustees hiid to do waa to agi- 
tato for more power. Their powers were 
too rcstricls'd ; they could do nothing ; 
therefore he said that the ni.ittcr ought lu 
drop. 

Tki'sTF.h Moiiltow held that even though 
tlie act gave the trustees no power they 
ought to have the matter sifted to the 

1) iLloni. 

TitusTRl! M(;LAi!onil,AN said, that acconl- 
iiig to the l)e])artmeiit of Kducatioii, they 
conlroUed everything, and tlieti'ustees could 
not <1() anything. Under the present cir 
ciuiKslanci s the eliildn n were not gctling 
the education they ought to have. 

Tru.stick KicHAiiD.s couhl not understaiul 
wliy th'! .Superini eiiiU'iit of Education did 
jiot ireiit the city of Vancouver with the 
B»me neglect as be did the trustees of Vic;. 
• toria. it waa not fair that Bcliolurs should 
bo kept back from luonintioii. 

TRt;STKI5 McLAriilll.AN said as he was 
rocominonded by llie outgoing Hoard this 
matter should bo investigated. Unless tlio 
MUren i wore propdrly graded now they 



would he ruined. A wrong had been com- 
mitted, and he projiosed to have that 
wrong investigated unci to have it righted. 

A motion by Tkhstkk McCo.snan, 
second by Tki-stki; ,1 K.ssoi', that the com- 
plaint preferred by friiicipal McLocid be 
dismissed, was lost three to three, the chair- 
man giving his casting vote against it. 

Tkustkk MoLacuiimn's motion that the 
lioiird enquire into Principal McLeod's com- 
pl dnt was adopted. 

TitrsTEi; McCoNNAN" announced that at 
the next meeting he should move that the 
Board iiKiuire into the qualifications of all 
the teachers in the High school. From 
what he had heard he did not think they 
were uU qualified, and til it more was ex- 
pected from some of them than they were 
competent to perform. 

The chairman and several members inti- 
mated that this last announcement amount- 
ed to nothing short of intimidation. 

TRU.STEE MoLABam.AN said that the in- 
vestigation into the McLeod matter should 
bo made in committee, and only the resolu- 
tions arrived at be given out for publica- 
tion. 

It was resolved that the Board ot its 
rising stand adjourned till Friday evening, 
at half-past seven. 

In answer to the chairman, 

-Mil. Mai.i.a.sdaini; said that there was 
no specification for water for the new Vic- 
toria West school. 

The meeting udjourned.

EUROPEAN GOSSIP. 



TIIK I.ATK ilU I.OWKl.I.. 

London, Aug. 2-2. —The poems of praiso 
for the late luincnted Mr. Lowell continue 
to be olYureil by the Knglisli udiuiror.s of the 
eminent American poet. Tbe latest coutri- 
bation to the ohorus of admiration is from 
the pen of Theodore Watt, who, in an 
article published by the Athenaiuni, places 
Mr. Lowell ia tbe front rank for bia literary 
luid critical ability. Mr. Watt further 
-diltttea upon Mr. LiAveH'a public cureer na u 
sinKularly honoriible anil creditable one, 
and speaks of his having had o notable in- 
fluence in Btrengthing the ties between tho 
English and American people. 

THE riu.siM-; ok wales' prsiTiox. 

The iuniouncenient, more or less authen- 
tic, thut the I'l-ince of Wales intends to piiy 
iv lon;^ visit to the notorious Lord Lonsd:ile, 
kt Lowther Castle, in the auttimn, serves 
to set \va','gini; iig;iiii tho tongues of -scandal 
that ha.l just began to tire of lehciisiiig 
the nntncroiis ami succulent incidents of 
the gi-eiil baccaiia case. The I'iiiicu 
nieanwliile [uirsuca tlic uiirulllud tenor of 
his way, scruicly relying upon the fact that 
tho liritisli pccpic at large like him hcttei 
for his cswpadc, and that tlie icsolutions (it 
tho religious bodies, condemning his love of 
cards and pretty women, represent the pre- 
judices of but a fraction of the populace, 
who will some day hail him king. 

FEACE ASSURED. 

Statesmen are of the opinion that the 
best assurance of the peace of Europe is the 
existence of famine in Gerumny and Russia, 
while in Germany tho famine may seem on 
ugprogntion of the acute want that prevails 
iu the rural districts, no less than in the 
industrial ccnti cs. In Russia there is un 
oljsohitc faudiie, attended by disease and 
death. With these two great powers 
crippled, little apprehension is fell that the 
peace of ICuropo will soon bo disturbed. 
THE EASTERN QUESTION. 

A well-kuown foreign diplomat, iu speak- 
ing on the warmth of the English reception 
of the French fleet, said ! " It is \ery ctI- 
dent that the Tory statesmen are awakening 
to the fact that the soundest foreign policy 
for England to have is free and untrani- 
meled hands. There is no doubt that u 
Franco-Russian combination would present 
tho most formidable danger that England 
can possibly euoonnter iu tho present state 
of the world. The French, for centuries, 
have been England's rivals at sea, and still 
hope some day to turn the balance in their 
own favor. lUi.ssia is a great land power, 
and is the only one whose frontiers enable 
her to carry on a land war against tlie 
British Empire. To resist the condnnation 
would be a sntiicicnt task for 
tireat Britain and would be possible 
only by tlic full use of all 
the resources of the empire, together 
with the as^ii-tance of at least one outside 
power. It is hoped that there is no proba- 
iiility of a conllict ; but there is always the 
possibility. As the opposing groups on the 
European continent feel themselves fairly 
balanced, they may compromise their <lif- 
fcrences at the expense of an outsider. 
Great Britain is that great outaiiier. 



KISSED BY A GODDESS. 

A Queer OKI .Superstition I!oR;:irdinff tho 
Wuttlilngtuii IMuuuiuent. 

The Washington monument . leans 
against tho blue sky, a great white 
Hhnft, and it towers ni'nrly two lunidred 
I'oL't iibovo the onpilol dome, which 
stands on a hill about a mile awiiy. The 
IJoddcss of Liberty- is of brDir/c. She 
weighs fourteen thousand potimls and 
.she stands erect on a great bronze 
globe on the cap ol the dome, measur- 
ing nineteen and one-half feet from her 
toes to tho tips of the feathers which 
crown her head. 

She is a woman of wonderful betnity, 
and as a Pennsylvania railrotitl train 
carries tho state.sman out of \V;i:,hing- 
ton it goes around a part of tlie eitv in 
such a way that the traveler looking 
from the window sees this g-ri-at fi.fiire 
<jf tbe statue of Liberty •omiiig iietirer 
and nearer to the A\'as!iiii;,'-toii moiiu- 
ment, until at last the two are in direct 
line with his eye, and tho great goddess 
forms a bliiek silhouette against tho 
pure white id' tho monument. 

This view of the monument, says the 
riiiladidphia Press, has to be eauyht on 
a train p)i!iK' at the rate of forty miles 
tin hour. T'liere are a number of car 
tracks just at the point where it be- 
comes visible, and a passing frei(}ht car 
will shut it out. It can only be seen 
for a .seecnid. iiiid r)nly one time, per- 
haps, in a iln/:en trijjs. I'liljlii' men 
K'aving the c:il)it;il on missions k-eep 
their eyes glued on the wiiidov.-s. anil if 
they are lucK-y enoug-h to eateli the 
combination they exix'ct to find their 
missions successful. If not, some of 
them feel the snpor.stitious dread of 
faihire assured, and it is strtnig't; how 
many times they ;iri^ correct. 

^Vlion Ilansbrougli went home to seek 
for a reelection to congress he kept his 
eye glued on the goddess from the time 
the train left the sttition. but jn!,t tis iio 
was about to see her kiss the monu- 
ment !i frei;-''bt ear rushed in and tlie 
moT.ep.t i::i M.ed. lie went t(j Dtikota 
and failed to -et bis election. The last 
time he left w:is to make his fight for 
the sonator.ship. But I will let him tell 
the story himself. 

S;:i(l be: "l watched the godde.'-s as 
we left tbe depot. Tho tracks v,-civ, 
full of freight ears and I feared I 
sliould miss it. Senator Furwell was 
with me and he also kept his eyes to- 
wiinl tlie eapitol. As we wont out of 
the eity frei^fht cars increased, and as 
we neared the point where the two 
eoine t:>;.^'ther the track was full of 
tliem. 1 ke[it, my eye on t'le window, 
however, and I just caught a view of 
tho goddess against tho monument be- 
tween tho cars of a passing train. I 
v.'as leaniatr over and watebiii;,' closely 
as 1 did so, ii nd when the t wo came t o- 
^relher I excitedly (d;ii))ied one btiiid 
a;,Minst the otiier, siiyiiifr: 'I've g'ot ill' 
and nearly seared the wits out of an 
old woman who sat in front of me and 
v.'ho must have thought T was crazy, 

"Well, I went out to Dakota and se- 
cured my (deetion. I don't, of course, 
believe lliut tl:e inor.unieni, and the 
goddess had imieh to do with it, but 
Charley Farwell, who failed to see 
them, went out to Illinois for the same 
purpose and ;.''ot lid'l."
